In response to the Official Action dated December 10, 2002, Applicant amends as follows: 

Claim Amendments 

1. (Currently Amended) A transgenic cotton plant comprising fiber cells stably 
transformed with an expression cassette comprising a gene encoding aft synthetic amino acid coding 
sequence including at least one pentapeptide which is repeated at least once , and which gene does 
not occur in natur e.

3. (Currently Amended) An expression cassette comprising a terminator, one or more 
selectable marker genes, one or more regulatory elements and a fiber specific promoter which 
promotes the expression of a coding sequence encoding an synthetic amino acid coding sequence 
including at least one pentapeptide which is repeated at least once, and which coding sequ e nc e does 
not occur in natur e , in ord e r configured to facilitate transformation of plant cells. 
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
